Let's lalk about the l%Jjiltiative. 

In .grocery stores, the hafberehop. a t pQllllpal 
rauys and bridge clubs, most conversations 
already turn to the 1% initiative - that Idaho 
version of the well-publlclzcd "tax revolt " by the 
mlddleclass. . 

Many people get giddy as they contemplate the 
joy of cutting Uielr property taxes In half If the 1% 
Inltlatlvepassesthlsfall. 

And pass It will, unless the rolling thunder of 
revolt against rising taxes and big goveniineni 
miraculously disappears between now and Ndv^ 
ember. 

The 1% taltlativc probably will pass because, in 
the end, not many Idahoans will vole against a 
measure that would lower their taxes and slap 
down the big bureaucracy In the process. 

The 1% Initiative has flaws, and serious ones. 

One of the most serious is that the Initiative could 
force more state and federal participation In the 
running ofschools and other slate agencies, 
• Without local property tax revenues, Idaho cities 
and counties just won't be able to fund the services 
they now provide. 

An example of what the 1% initiative could do 
came from the Associated Taxpayers of Idaho last 

week. ^ — . ' 

— The-laxpayer .giuup suggestedWI%rimtialive^ 
could lead to the abolition of all city police 
departments In favor of a single, county sheriff's 
office because cities and counties could no longer_ 
afford to fund separate departments. 

Andrtherthe-nassocatcd-taxpayeBTprearctca"

Projections such as these will give many people 
reason to question the advisability of voting for the

. 'ifct even wiUi these flaws, there is no blemish In 
the basic Idea that has nurtured the 1% Inltatlve. 

As Sen. James McClure said Friday at the Idaho 
Republican state convention, "taxpayers" are 
revolting aglanst government they don't think Is 
worth the amount of money.they are paying for it." 

While far from perfect, the 1% Initiative 
addresses an extremely potent sentiment in Idaho 
and the nation these days. 



It could be argued the initiative should be passed 
simply to estab lish a starting po int fnr ih i» Inng . 
withdrawal out of the quagmire of too much 

government. 

There are many good minds in government, the 
Idaho education establishment and the press who 
question the workability of the 1% Inltlatve. - 

But the Idaho establishment should remember 
something. The initiative. If It passes, will not go 
Into effect until Oct 1979. That gives the Idaho 
legislature one term,. and iwssibily a special 
session, to modify the initiative and use it as a basis 
for establishing a workable, realistic tax reform 
package. 

It's just a thought. 

But maybe the 1% Intiative should pass so that . 
the legislature finally Is forced to get down to 
prioritizing government In fdaho.- 

Of course passing the initiative would be a a 
dangerous move because Idaho, unlike California, 
doesn't operate with a huge budget surplus and our 
state could fed a deathly pinch if Ihe.Iegisature 
didn't modify the 1% initiative before it became 
law.

"Most of your Rems come from tbe 
vorioUH-type3-of-rocksn*?hlchIdQhonra"s~ 
abundantly. I would say that every county 
in Idaho has Ihcir Rcms," said Dr, Elwood 
Rces of Twin Falls, a physician, gemoloR-_ 
1st and rockhound. 

Opal, quartz, aRalcs, Jasper, petrified 
wood, sapphires, topaz, rubies and Rarnets 
arc found in f;oDd numbers in Idaho, If you 
know where to look. 

TliouKli many of tlie best diRfiinRs arc up 
"Nolellum Creek," Recs said, many of 
the prime gem locations are well-known 
and, LhouRh privately owned, open to the 
public, albeit sometimes for a fee. 

Rees says the best way to find out Uic 
whereabouts of "Nolellum Creek" Is to 
join a rocWiound club like the Magic' 
Valley Gem Club, which welcomes new 
members and organizes field trips around 
Idaho and the West.

An exception to the rule is Gene Anlhls 
of Twin Falls. For 23 years Anthls was a 
dedicated, but amateur rockhound. 
- Bul in 1973. he was given the opportunity - 
to buy a share In the world famous Jasper 
mines of southern Idaho's firuncau Ca- 
nyon. 

Anlhis, now half owner of the mine, has 
become a full-time, hard rock jasper 
miner, and he said he's making more 
money than he ever made "working for 
/ wages." 

For most, however, rockroundlng Is only 
a hobby. 

Rockhounding is a "family type hobby," 
Moon pointed out. In which women often 
become "more gung ho" than men. 

It Is also a year-round hobby, Faubion 
said. "In the summer time you con hunt 
rocks, and In the winter time you can grind 
thcm."hesald. ^ . 

- But this seemingly Innocent hobby has a 
way of growing Into an addiction which 
demands all the spare time the rockhound 
can muster. As a result, many'rockhu^ds 
arc retired people, Rces' pcihtecr )ut. 
because they have more time to indulge 
their fanaticism.

Hippies in Katmandu left 
or maybe went straight

> KATMANDU. Nepal (UPI) - Tlic 
?*Freak Trail" still winds to the top of the 

world, but Its a bit disused these days. 

The "lilppies" who once flocked to Nepal 
by the thousands have dwindled in number 
to a few hundred now, discouraged by the 
government, lured by other locales, 
perhaps drawn to a raore-or-Jess 
"straight" life. 

"Tenting Tom." an, American who a 
decade ago would have been counted a 
"hippy," now exports rugs and other items 
the United States.
